Several  I'eatures  combine  to  “condemn”  lliis  piece:  tlie  (Ian  is  unusually  irregular,  6.7mm  at  its  thickest 
point,  2.6mm  at  the  thinnest;  the  obverse  held  is  slightly  concave;  the  appearance  ol'  the  silver,  on  this 
specimen  and  on  those  cited  later  (albeit  from  excellent  pbolograjths)  brings  to  mind  a  nicely  aged  Becker. 
These  are,  however,  the  dies  R.Xlll/F.VI  in  Gallatin’s  Syracman  Dekadrachms  oj  the  Euainetos  lype.  This 
reverse  die  was  known  to  Gallatin  by  but  one  specimen  —  Gopenhagen,  ex  King  Ghristian  VIII  collection, 
now  SNG  692.

Ralph  Heaton  &  Son  (later  Sons)  came  into  being  in  1848,  the  same  year  that  the  Soho  Mint  closed  down.

Henry  Maudslay  (1771-1831)  and  a  draughtsman  in  his  employ,  Joseph  Field  (1786-1863),  entered  into 
partnership  as  Maudslay  Son  &  Field  in  1821  (restyled  Sons  in  1832).  The  business  in  Lambeth  was  situated 
at  1 10  Westminster  Bridge  Road.  From  1816  until  the  business  closed  in  1900,  the  Maudslay  firm  supplied 
and  repaired  machinery  at  the  Royal  Mint.

Akhough  ihe  subject  of  much  recent  discussion  (Pridmore,  SMC  1966,  p.  94;  Vice,  SMC  1977,  p.  485; 
Margolis,  SMC  1990,  p.  200),  the  exact  details  behind  the  authorisation  and  issue  of  the  second  series  of 
1788-dated  “pineapple”  pennies  for  Barbados  remains  unknown. 

However,  the  existence  of  a  few  Bardados  pennies  struck  on  edged  blanks  intended  for  issues  of  English 
18th  century  tokens  whose  manufacture  by  J.  C.  Hancock  of  Birmingham  is  well  attested,  suggests  that 
Hancock  was  the  coining  agent  for  this  large  issue.  At  least  three  such  Barbados  pennies  struck  on  token 
blanks  with  the  intended  edge  for  Richard  Paley’s  Leeds  tokens  of  1791  are  extant  (viz.  Prid.  21a,  now  in 
Birmingham  City  Museum;  April  1977,  item  3616;  and  R.J.  Lord  Sale,  lot  375,  ex  Cokayne).  Now,  the 
discovery  of  another  token  blank  edged  for  Jonathan  Carton,  the  Hull  issuer  whose  tokens  are  also  dated 
1  791  (DH  Yorks  1  7fT),  not  only  adds  to  our  knowledge  of  the  probable  source  of  the  Barbados  coinage,  but 
also  helps  to  confirm  the  first-hand  account  from  Barbados  quoted  by  Vice  which  infers  that  the  island  was 
“flooded”  with  pineapple  pennies  in  the  summer  of  1791 — i.e.  that  1791  must  have  been  the  year  of  the 
second  issue.  Further  evidence  for  the  involvement  of  Hancock  is  offered  by  the  curious  Barbados  1791/1  788 
double-dated  “concoctions”  with  PAYABLE  AT  SHREWSBURY  edges  (viz.

1  The  buyer

‘total  amount  due’  is  received  from  the  buyer.  If  credit  terms 
have  been  agreed  between  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  and  the 
buyer,  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  shall  remit  to  the  seller  the  sale 
proceeds  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction  unless  other¬ 
wise  agreed  by  the  seller.
